NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 27th February 1976 

G.S.R. 98(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Indian Tele¬ 
graph Act, 1885 (13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph (Fourth Amendment) Rules, 
1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of March, 1976. 

2. Tn the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in 
rule 40, for clause (xi), the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(xi) The fee for registration of an abbreviated address (both Roman and Dcva- 
nagiri) shall be Rs. 100/- payable for the calendar year in advance to the 
officer in charge of the telegraph office at which the registration is made. 
When the registration is effected during the course of a year, the fee shall 
be charged at the rate of Rs. 10/- per calendar month, inclusive of the 
month of registration, upto 31st December of that year.”

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3. For the proviso to rule 51 of the said rules, the following proviso shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely:— 

“Provided that if the address in inland telegrams, other than the telegrams for 
delivery in Nepal (rulo 60-A), exceeds six words, the number of words ex¬
